Gtatesmen, putricts, and partisans are devot- 
ing themselves to reconstruction. all claiming 
to be actuated by an caravst desire to place 
country in a O wdinon which will render 
vil war hereafter imp Obable, if vot impos- 
sible. It is only the fw bot beads who thrive 
ilk or for a renews) of 
the conflict. Bat it is evident that on the 
other side of the great waters the prospect af 
peace in not so favorable. Indeed, an early 
war which shall inflame the whole of Eure] e, 
aud probably extend its fires into Western 
Asia, seem. to be inevitable.
